OTTAWA, June 28.—Farmers will receive fifty per cent. of | 
the excess due them on Canada wheat board certificates about July | 
25 next. Definite announcement has been made that this excess on | 
the original wheat price will be at least forty cents per bushel. | 

Just before the bill te empower the government to extend the | 
jurisdiction of the Canada wheat board, if necessary, Sir George | 
Foster stated that the wheat board would pay fifty per cent. of the | 
amount due farmers out of the profits made by the wheat board on or 
after July 15th. 

Interviewed by The Canadian 'Press regarding the exact effect 
of the antiouncement, Sir George stated that the exact price of last 
season's wheat crop could not be decided yet. Several million 
bushels remained to be disposed of by the board, but meantime the | 
board would be able to make a fifty per cent. payment to wheat 
growers and this would be not less than twenty cents per bushel. 
The balance would be payable when the marketing of last season’s | 
crop was completed, and not later than the end of the present year. |

No Direct Statement of Sale, 
Mr. Robb suggested that Gir George 
sowas~readitig “into ~lis* recent speech 
more than was contained therein, Sir 
George raplied that questions asked 
subsequently in that debate by Sir 
Sam Hughes showed tiet Sir Sam 
had also got the tmpresston 1rom Mr. 
Robb's speech tat the government 
had sold between fifty mililon and 
seventy-five million bushels of wheat, 
at a price which represenited a loss. 
Sir George said that ie merely wished 
to point out that Mr. McGill had not 
informed the Winnipeg grain exchange 
‘that any wale had actually taken 
place, but had merely referred to a 
cablegram ‘between the prime minis- 
ter and Mr, Sifton. It remained for 
Mr. Robb to prove that there had 
been any such w.ieat transaction. 
Mr. Sutherland, drew attention to

Western Ontario Has Grievance, 

Mr. Sutnerland said that the pro- 
duction of flour was not the only im- 
portant feature of wheat raising. Be- 
fore the appointment of the Canada 
Wheat baord, the price of mill feeds 
had been much lower than after the 
board took office. He declared that 
Western Ontario had received no con- 
sideration at the sands of the ‘board. 

J.A.Maharg, asked whether, on the 
expiration of the terin of the \pres- 
ent wheat, board on August $1 «ext, 
the question as to wheter the ex- 
changes would be thrown open or not, 
would rest witia the government, 

Sir George replied that it would, 
Until the government decided to ap- 
point the new board, it would have 
the decision in its own hands. When 
the new board was appointed—if it 
Was appoinied—the question of ‘the 
opening or closing of the exchanges 
would rest with it and the govern- 
ment. 

Steps ta tiecure a Market 
° Replying to Mr. Robb, Chatuquay-Hunt- 
ingdon, Sir George Foster outlined the 
steps taken by the government to secure 


a market for the wheat crop last year. | 


The government bad become anxious over 
the situation. On July 44th, Sir George 
Foster cabled to Hon, A. L, Siftan, who 
Was then in London, that the question 
of marketing the wheat crop was most 
urgent. Sir Robert suggested that Mr, 
Bifton and Dr, Robertson would see the 
British authorities iummediately and im- 
press upon them the necessity, in the Im- 
perial interest, of making arrangements 
to purehase in Canada, The cable further 
suggested that the British government 
might make an offer for fifty million or 
seventy-five million bushels at a fixed 
price or at a price to be fixed later on 
some agreed basis. 

“The government,” Sir Robert com- 
mented, ‘* was interested in getting some 
sure market for the farmers. The market 
at the time was in an impasse, It seemed 
to be blocked and there was no chance 
no far as the government could see, of 
that block being speedily removed.” 

Vollowing receipt of the cable, Sir 
George proceeded, Mr, Sifton and Dr, 
Robertson got into communication with 
the British authorities. The answer they 
received was that the Royal Wheat Com- 
inission would muke their purchases at the 
lowest possible price, but gave no promise 
and no inutentian as to how much they 
would take, as to when they would take 
it or the price they were prepared to pay. 

Urges Quick Action by Gevernment 

Hon. T. A, Crerar, urged that the gov- 
ernment decide as early as possible what 
it was going io do iu the matter of cont- 
trol, He aid not want to see the ex- 
changes open for one or two months and 
then close again, Sir George replied that 
the suggestion was a good one and that 
the government would take steps early,

At Windsor some dealers are| 
threatening to stop handling sugar | 


as they do not consider the margin 
of profit large enough to make it 
worth while. Western wholesalers 
are at the same time reported as 
wondering whether they are to 
have any profit at all, in view of 
the dictum of the Board of Com- 
merce that sugar should be sold at 
twenty-three cents per pound re- 
tail and the announcement of the 
refiners that the price is being ad-! 
vaneed two dollars per hundred. 

It seems fairly likely that mer- 
chants generally would approve if 
the Government would take over 
the business of distributing the 
sugar supply and relieve them of 
the bother.

~ OF LAND SHLES 


Object to Pope Lease Lands Be- 


ing Thown on to the Home- 
stead Market : 
Ottawa, June 27—The Calgary 


branch of the Great War Veterans’ 
Agsociation haa expressed opposition 
to the purpose of the soldier settle- 
ment boar? to eell eoldier settlers 
lands formerly comprising the Pope 
Lease. These lands are to be dis- 
posed of by ballot at Calgary on tae 
29h instant. There are about 80 
parcels and the cost of land averages 
about $22 per acre. Tis is considered 
a very moderate price. 

The Calgary veterans desire to have 
these lands disposed of as ordinary 
Dominion lands. The board's posi- 
tion is, it is stated, that by order-in- 
council of October 80, 1918, specially 
valuable lands were not to be consid- 
ered of the ordinary homestead class 
and would be disposed of under ape- 
cial conditions, 

Several reasons are arivanced 
support of this policy. 

Thousands of returned soldiers 
ave purchased land through tie 
board. Many of them are located 
near the Pope lease. They have paid 
the prevailing pricea and jt would be 
unfair to them if other settlers in the 
same district received free, equally 
valuable lands. Jf theae lands wero 
to be glven because of military service } 
only, all returned men in Canada | 
would be eligible to participate and 
tails would be impracticable. Thou- 
sands of appilcations would be re- 
ceived for comparatively few quarter 
sections. 

Policy of the Board 

The policy of tae board primarily 
fa to secure settlement. BEjigibility je 
not confined to the C, E. B. It ex- 
tends to imperiale also. The gift of 
valuable land for soldier settlement 
was not coMemplated. Ten thousand 
men have purchased lands, and many 
more arn applying to purchase lands 
from private owners, some of them in 
the district including the Pope lease. 
It is not practicable to depart from 
the baste principle of ti1e board's pol- 
{cy In the case of lands of tala class. 
Further it is not desired that these 
lands should be possessed by men who 
possibly might be attracted iby a valu- 
able gift rather than by any desire to 
become producers and stay perman- 
ently on the Jand. The preference is 
to give them to the men wao are 
applying to come under a purchase 
policy in any event. 

Te would be inanifeetly unfair to 
fhose who have purchased land to 
make a free gift of these few parcels, 
Prior to the surrender of the Pope 
lease, the board's policy with regard 
to specially valuable lands was an- 
nounced. Doukhobor lands {in Sas- 
katchewan have already been dis- 
posed of in this way.
